Allies’ Anzio Beachhead Withstands 
Repeated Heavy German Attacks 
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..Two Allied battlefields in the maps above are senarated by 50 mi'es, 
varying from the mountainous terrain near Cassino to the swamp- 


Jand south of Rome. 


Nazi legions are attacking the Anzio-Nettuno 


beachhead in force, while Allied armies are sesking a break-through 


in the Cassino bulge. 
shown at top. 


Thanks to the valor and deter- 
mination of the American and Bri- 
ttsh soldiee the immediate danger to 
the Allicd beachhead at Anzio ap- 
Pears to have passed. With the 
return of weather which permits 
the resumption of air operations the 
Allies have renewed their affensive. 
The fighting is still indeterminate, 
but the tide seems to be running 
in our favor, and if this view is 
correct the Anzio battle has already 
Achieved one important result. [t 
has robbed Hitler of a quick and 
impressive victory for which he 
tried hard—a victory which was to 
demonstrate his continucd striking 
power for the bejefit of Germany’s 
own morale and that of her sutel- 
lites, and to impress both Russia 
and the Western Allies with the 
hopelessness of any new invasion 
and a new front in Europe. What- 
ever further results the Anzio battle 
may produce, the frustration of 
Hitler's cateulations will alone jus- 
tity its cost, says The New York 
Times. 

But dhe stubborn resistance which 
the Germans are putting up, both 
around Anzio and at Cassino, is a 
renewed warning that even after 
More than four years of war Ger- 
many is still a powerful eneiny. 
Neither defeats in the field nar the 
wholesale bombings of German Cilles 
and war factories have been able 
thus far ta break German fighting 
amorale. Nor, judging froin reports 
wom the front, have German arms 
diminished either in quantity or in 
quality, except for the relative de- 
crease of German air power. In 
fact some German weapons are de- 
clared to he even superior to our 
own. And with the approach of 
spring, which promises at east 
temporary surcease froin HKuasian 
Pressure Nazi hopes for prolong- 
mg the wat are rising again. 


Fight from Room ta Room 


The Italian cainpaign cannot be 
congdered wholly typical of what 
Allied invasion forces would face 
ta France For in Waly the Allies 
have heen confronted with (he same

Preme measure by Stalingrad. 
Though on a smaller scale, it is 
again being shown by Cassino. 


Italian campaign and the ascertain- 
able results of the boinbings have 
been such that a good deal of the 
unwarranted optisism of a few 
months ago, aboue the war in 
Kurope Veing “all but over,” has 
disappeared. Even military quar- 
ters are beginning ta covise their 
timetable of victory.

only if “every man and woman,

The procedure for the present con- 
tinuing check, although being notified to employers in “Notice 
to Employers and their Male Employees”, which is now being 
mailed, is identical with that set forth in “Employers? Guide”, 
which covered the check made before May Ist, 1944, 





Employers are asked to remember that they do not report on 
men who do possess the necessary documents—only on those 
who fail to present documents for examination, or where there 
is doubt that the document presented actually proves good 


standing. 


The employers of Canada co-operated very satisfactorily on the 

first check, made up to May Ist last. This co-operation was 
decidedly helpful, and is very much appreciated, Further co- e. 
operation is now earnestly requested, 
Schedule 9 and details as to documents which prove good 
standing, are available through the Employment and Selective 
Service Offices.

SPICED |\COTTAGE PUDDING 


Suggested by Mrs. C. B. 
4 cup shortening, 38-4 cup sugar, 


2 tablespoons honey, 4 teaspoon cloves] Summer green 


1-4 teaspoon cinnamon, 1 teaspoon 
baking soda, 2 cups sifted flour, 3-4 
cup water. 

Cream shortening, add sugar and 
cream well together. Add honey. 
Mix cloves, cinnamon, baking’ soda 
and flour. Add water alternately 
with flour and spices. Stir well and 
pour into greased cake pan. Bake 
in a slow oven of 325 degrees F. for 
1 hour. Serve hot with Grape Sauce. 


GRAPE SAUCE e 
Suggested by Mrs. D. M. 

8 cups grapes, 6 cups granulated 
sugar. 

Wash’ and crush grapes of any 
variety. Cook slowly on electric ele- 
ment turned low for 15 minutes. 
Press through a coarse sieve. To 
the pulp add the granulated sugar. 
Mix well and cook for 15 minutes. 
stirring frequently to prevent scorch- 
ing or sticking. Seal in. sterilized 
jars for future use. Serve with pud- 
dings or ice cream. 


MELON AMBROSIA 


1 cup melon, cubed; 1 cup diced 
watermelon, 1 cup sliced orange, 6 
tablespoons powdered sugar. 

Mix all ingredients and chill thor- 
oughly. Pile into sherbert glasses 
and serve garnished with fresh mint 
leaves. Yield: 6 servings. 


DAMSON PLUM CONSERVE 
(Requested) 

2 pounds Damson plums, 1 chop- 
ped orange, 1 pint water, 4 cup rai- 
sins, 2 2-3 cups sugar, 1-4 cup nut 
meats (if obtained). 

Pit and halve the plums, put thro- 
ugh food chopper or cut in small 
pieces. Cook the chopped orange 
with the 1 pint of water for 20 min- 
utes. Add plums and vyraisins and 
cook until about one-half the liquid 
has evaporated. Add sugar and cook 
rapidly until mixture will heap up on 
a spoon. Add nuts and pour into 
hot sterilized jars. Paraffin and 
cover. 

Varieties of apples good for cider 
are Baldwin, Golden Russet, and 
Gravenstein. 

Varieties of apples good for bak- 
ing are Tolman Sweets, Northern 
Spy, McIntosh Red, Baldwin, Weal- 
thy and Baxter.

The trend in the Packing In- 
dustry has been continuously toward large units. It is not ate 
prising if the Farmer is disposed to listen to this charge. He 
realizes that competition between those who buy his live stock 
is, for him, the most vital consideration of all. And he may fear 
that a small number of large companies would give less assurance 
of competition than a large number of small companies. 


The fact is that each large company is not.a unit, but a group of 
units. For instance Canada Packers operates seven different 
plants located in widely separated areas (from Montreal to Van- 
couver). Within each area its local unit competes with ‘many 


other units. 


further fact is, that in addition to the companies oper- 
Sea tints plants, (there are three of them) a large number 
of other companies operate single plants. Many of these single 
plants do a large and increasing share of the business in their 
own field. It is entirely misleading to represent the Industry as 
dominated by the larger companies, The latest report of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics (1942) shows 148 plants as

And competition be- 
tween large units is more (not less) keen than that between

_ Two proposals to transform the Industry have been suggested. 
by those who constitute themselves its critics. In principle they 


are diametrically opposed. . 


The proposals are:—_ 


(a) that Canadian live stock should be processed in a large 
number of co-operative plants, as in Denmark; . 


“(b) that the Packing Industry should be nationalized. 


Every Packer would welcome the development of co-operative 
plants. Only one exists at present-—The First Co-operative. 
Packers at Barrie, Ontario. It is unfortunate that there is not 
at least one in each of the chief livestock producing Provinces. 
Such plants would be sources of information regarding the facts 
of the Industry which Farmers would accept without question. 
The existence of a number of co-operative plants would lead to 
a greater measure of understanding between Producers and 
Packers than has ever existed in the past. 


However, the establishment of, co-operative plants would of 
necessity be a slow development. The reason lies in the highly 
competitive nature of the business, and the fact that the dif- 
ference between profit and loss is a small fraction of a cent per 
pound. As Farmers became aware of the risks of loss on the one 
hand, and of the very low margin of profit on the other, the de- 
sire to launch co-operative plants would be less keen. ‘ 


\ 


It is worth repeating, however, that no single development would: 
do so much to promote a realization of,the common interest of 
Producer and Packer, as the establishment of a number of co- 
operative plants.

As to the second proposal, it is hard to think of an Industry less 


suited for nationalization. The objection which comes to mind 


first is the danger of loss from spoilage if a Government organi- 
zation were handling daily, tens of millions of pounds of perish- 
able foods. The danger would arise because the chief safeguard 


would be removed, by reason of which such losses are avoided. 


That safeguard is competition. 

The reason such losses are avoided under a system of competi- 
tion is that the penalty of not avoiding them is ruin. Under a 
State-owned system the National Treasury would foot the bill. 


However, the chief penalty of eliminating competition would 


fall upon the Producer. To him the loss would come as the re- * 


sult of lowered efficiency. 


_ The net profit of the Packing Industry as it exists, probably does 


not exceed 4 per cent. That is the total price which the Producer 
pays for the Packer’s efficiency. Can anyone doubt that na- 


tionalization would result in a loss of efficiency equivalent to 
Several times 1 per cent? 


The Producer would be the only person to absorb this loss. It 
would come to him in the form of a lower pay-back out of the 
sales dollar.

The attraction of the Industry from the Investor’s viewpoint fe 
that turnover is rapid. Capital is turned over many times ina 
single year, so that a small percentage of profit on turnover pro- 
duces a satisfactory yield on capital. In the case of the success- 
ful companies, the investment has been profitable. 


These facts have been sufficient to attract adequate funds to the 
Industry, in spite of the further fact that large sums have also 
been lost. The hazard of the Industry lies in the fact that the 
difference between profit and loss is a minute fraction of a cent 
per pound on the product sold. 


By reason of the great increase in live stock deliveries, the plant 
of the Industry has been under constant strain. This has inyolyed 
® corresponding strain upon Employees of all ranks. The loss 
of experiénced men, and their replacement by inexperiencd men, 
has brought an inevitable decline in plant efficiency. 


In contrast with war industries, demand for the products of the 
Packing Industry will be maintained,—perhaps increased,— fol- 
lowing the close of the war. It will be a’ happy day for both 
Company and Employees when experienced men return, and 
the large volume can be maintained without the severe physical 
strains of the past year.

Q. How can I clean velvet?

Sales from the processing of live stock comprise only about 60-per cent 
of the business of Canada Packers, Other Canadian farm products com- 
prise a further 30 per cent. 

In the calculation of Tables V and VI it is not feasible to segregate 
the percentage of the dollar paid for live stock only, The margin of 
error is small. The basis of the caiculation is the same each year; so 
figures are comparable from year to year. 


It is hoped that every Farmer who reads this report will carefullys 
examine Table VI. 


‘In it is condensed the ‘economics’ of the Live Stock Industry. 


The Live Stock Industry is a joint operation between the Farmer 
who produces, and the Packer who processes and sells. Much 
discussion regarding the Industry seems tq take it for granted 
that the interests of the Producer and the Packer are opposed. 
The fact is their interests are not opposed, but parallel. 


As to the interest of the Producer, there can be do doubt. He 
wishes to get the highest possible return for his live stock,— in 
other words he wishes that Item D should be as high as 
possible. 


The factors which bring this about are revealed in Table VI.

As a result of the restrictions imposed by the Dominion 
Government under the Wartime Alcoholic Beverages Order 

~P.C.11374, it was necessary to reduce the monthly ration of 
spirits to 13 ounces to assure adequate supplies of spirits until 
the end of the year. In increasing the ration it should be 
explained to the public that unless the restrictions imposed 
by the Dominion Government are removed a similar restric- 
tion will be necessary again next year, although the Board, 
except for the Dominion Restriction, would be able to make 
available for distribution stocks of spirits in excess of the 
present ration. . 


In any event, however, the ration becoming effective on 
October 2nd can be maintained throughout the winter months, 
so it is hoped that the public will co-operate by not buying in 
excess of actual requirements,

Self-Righting Rafts 


All-metal life Tage are being built 
in Los Angeles, Calif, by the 
hundreds as_ standard equipment 
for the American merchant marine 
io provide increased safety for 
crews forced to abandon torpedoed 
and bombed cargo ships and 
jankers, writes Kimmis Hendrick, 
in the Christian Science Monitor. 

The rafts seat 20 men, They 
are stored with more than _ half 
a ton of articles, ranging from 
storm oil and fishing kits to ma- 
gazines and food. And a Bible. 
They are so constructed that no 
matter how they hit the water 
when launched, they come out right 
side up. Bottom and top are exactly 
alike. 

Each one weighs 2,425 pounds 
empty, allows for 20 men weigh- 
ing 3,402 pounds all told, plus 
1,055 pounds of equipment. 

The rafts are of cockpit or well- 
deck type: they are self-righting; 
equipment is available whichever 
side is up. They are unusually buoy- 
ant. Each occupant has at least 
four square feet of room, Four men 
can handle 10-foot oars without 
interference from other passengers. 

The rafts are built to withstand 
dropping 45 feet into the water 
without springing leaks. 

Rafts are equipped with sails con- 
taining 100 square feet of canvas; 
as said before, they have oars. In 
case of storm, masts can be lowered 
horizontally to support a canopy 
that covers everyone on board.

Annual Sports Held 


In German ‘Stalags’ 





A report appearing in a Scot- 
tish weekly newspaper giving an 
account of the annual Highland 
sports that took place in “Stalag 
383” shows that the Scottish and 
other prisoners of war there tossed 
the caber, threw the hammer, held 
a tug-of-war in which the Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders team 
beat the Border Yeomanry, ran 
races, playel the bagpipes and per- 
formed Highland dances, all in re- 
gular style such as one might see 
at Zorra games, says the Stratford 
Beacon- Herald. 

The account of the games is in- 
teresting, however, for another 
reason. It is evidence that the Ger- 
mans treat some Allied prisoners 






well. More so, it is evidence that, 
with the aid of the Red Cross 
parcels, the men are fit cnough to 
toss cabers and hammers and dance 
the Highland Fling, lf they lacked 
sufficient food, or were ill-treated, 
they would have no “pep’ to tackle 
such strenuous sports, which are 
only for the young and strong. 

The public has read much about 
the ill-treatment of Russian and 
other prisoners of the Germans, 
hundreds of thousands Having died 
from starvation and ill-treatment. 
Maybe the Germans just daren'’t 
treat Britishers, Canadians and 
Americans that way.

A wrecked jeep hung from a 
crane at a cross-roads, bearing a 
sign saying bonds would buy e 
new one. 

A personal message from the 
commander at the start of the 
campaign asked the men to con- 
sider the advantages of the loan,

1 cup water 

1 cup sugar * 

Y% cup raisins

Ottawa, Dec 4—Air Force TWead- | 
quarters announced today the amal- | 
gamation of No. 1 and No. 3 Train 
ing Commands, at Toronto and | 
Montreal, respectively will become 
effective January 15, with head- 


quarters at the R.C.A.F. Station at 
Trenton, Ont, 

Air Vice-Marshal Adelard Ray- 
mond of Montreal, Air Officer Com- 
manding No, 3 Training Command, 
will assume command of the new 
district to be known as No, 1 Air 
Command, 

Air Vice-Marshal A. T. N, Cow- 
ley, Air Officer cOmmanding the 
present No, 1 Training Command, 
will be retired, 

The amalgamation, first announc- 
ed in September, is part of the f= 
duction of the commiofiwealth Air 
Training plan, 

Two other commands already havé 
been ama'yamated—No.2 at Win« 
nipeg atid No, 4 at Calgary. They 
Were fused Dec. 1 4s No. 2 Air 
Traittitig Command with headquart- 
ers at Moose Jaw, Sask. 

The September antouncement 
said the amalgamation program al- 
so would result in a reduction in the 
Air Council from eleven to seven 
members because of lessened re- 
sponsibility. 

Lends New Importance 

The fusion of the four training 
commands is expected to Iend new 
importance to the western air com- 
mand and the recently-created 
northwest air command. It is assum- 
ed they will continue as separate 
operational commands until the de- 
feat of Japan. 

In November, Maj. C. G. Power, 
then Air Minister, announced that 
the air training plan would not be 
extended beyend its March 3], ex- 
| Piration date and that it would be 
succeeded by a “shadow” scheme of 
small dimensions. Coupled with the 
reduction is a partial demobilization 
of the R.C.A.F. 

Group Captain A. D. Bell-Irving 
commanding officer of the Tren- 
ton Air Station stated that the 
amalgamation would not affect the 
status of the station as a training 
centre. 

The staff of the new training 
command will be superimposed on 
that of the station staff, and will 
be housed in the station proper.
